[MPORTANT FROM TURKEY.

Trouble Between the United Btates nn% the
Turkish Government—Outrage on a United
States Consul—0Our Minister at Constantinople
Sends for an Iron-Clad.

The Levant Herald states that a difficulty has
urisen between the Porte and the American
Lepation on a matter of some interest to our
consular readers, Fome time ago the American
Consul—a Mr. Luigi Palma de Cesnola—at
Larnaca, Cyprus, took into his service as cavas
a4 Mussulman native nawed Musiupha,

Shortly after, the mudir of the town claimed
the man s a drawn conscript seeking to evade
militury service, and on the Consul relusing to
give him up, ordered a party of zaptiehs to enter
the house of the American consular drazoman
—a certaln Ceostand Bebess—and carry off the
man. Thereupon the Consul addressed a formal
complaint to the Governor of the island, de-
manding the punishment of the mudir, snd an
ample apology for the alleged outrage on his
own consular dignity, On inquiry inlo the
faote, however, the Pucha considered the
mudir to be in the right, and therefore refused
the conmsular demand, Mr, Palma de Cesnola
sccordingly *‘susper ded relations,” and referred
the motter to the Hon. E. Joy Morris, the Ame-
mean Mintster in the capital,

The Ilatter gentleman, nocepting his subordi-
nate's version of the lacts, has addresged an
energetle and categorical note to the Porte, de-
manding—1. The dismissal of the mudir, 2, A
personal apology irom the Pacha to the Consul
at the house of the latter, with a simultaneous
splute of 21 guns to the American flag.
